Nothing is so hard as to convert those holding 
opinions the opposite of our own to our own way of 
thinking. Especially when these opinions, as almost 
all earnest ones are, are mixed up with passions, 
either private and particular or public and general. 

It is not wise to undertake the task. The Inquisition, 
the Star Chamber and the Court of High Commission, 
armed with power of life and limb, having failed 
accomplish the conversion of those differing from the j 
opinions they thought should be universal, we do 
feel equal to the task of changing the views ofj 
our British friends as to the American question, by 
our simple powers of statement or of logic. We shall 
not make the attempt. But when persons of the cos¬ 
mopolitan. views of our best friends in the British 
Islands, who have seen eye to eye with ns for - 
many years, and understood so exactly all the ni 
ties of our movement, when they differ so widely 
from us in the way in which we regard the recent 
conduct of England towards this country, perhaps it ii 
no more than due to ourselves and the respect we fee 
for them to state, in as few words as possible, the 
sense which the average of intelligent Americans 
have of the course of the English government, press 
and people. We do not propose to argue any of the 
points at large ; but simply to state them. 

It is, then, the very general opinion among us, that 
the public sentiment of England is hostile to the 
United States and friendly to the Confederate insur¬ 
gents. We know how large a minority are warmly i 
with the nation in its struggle for its integrity of ter¬ 
ritory and for its existence. We have honored the 
course of the London Slar and The Daily News, and 
of many other journals which have ranked themselves 
on our side. We have admired the eloquence of Mr. 
Bright, of Mr. Thompson, of Mr. Caird, and of many 
others who have spoken strong words in our behalf. 
But though this minority of the nation is large and 
most respectable, we apprehend that it is but a 
minority. We conceive that the majority, from vari¬ 
ous impulses, are not with us but against us. We 
cannot give all our reasons for this belief, private 
as well as public. But such potential voices 
those of The Edinburgh Beuiew and Blackwoods i 
Magazine, of The Times and The Saturday Review, 
we fear drown the utterances, however able and 
emphatic, of our friendly advocates in the general 
ear. And it is not that these powerful organs direct 
public sentiment, so much as that they reflect it, that 
we regard their sayings as so material to the matter. 
We know, for example, none better or on better 
authority, that The Times is not regarded with 
•esteem by the intelligent classes there than the New 
York Hercdd is here by the same sort of people. 
The utter want of principle and absolute unscrupu¬ 
lousness of the London Thunderer can only be 
equalled by our mendacious contemporary. But the 
difference between them is just this: The fleraltf does 
not propose to reflect the public sentiment of the 
nation, but only that of the very worst and most 
abandoned portion of it, whereas The Times designs 
to express the average feeling of England on the day 
that it appear^s. It is intended that, when t^epaires- 
familias of England open The Times, with their eggs, 
at the breakfast-table, they shall see the reflection of | 
their own opinions and prejudices, at that particular 
moment, looking back into their faces from its 
ample editorial columns. And with all its immense 
ramification of correspondence nothing is easier than 
to gather up this average sentiment of the nation. 
And if, as has happened, it has found itself mistaken, 
we all know the velocity with which it can turn 
coat. When, therefore, we see this great reflector 
of public opinion returning but one image from all 
the convergent rays of the British Islands, and that 
without change or shadow of turning, we have been 
compelled to believe that it does but too truly repre¬ 
sent the national feeling to us-ward. And 
the other able periodicals we have named. Even 
Punch means to express the opinion of London for 
that week, and as he has not changed the tone of his 
fool-born jests on our subject in many months, is it 
unfair to suppose that he really does what he cer¬ 
tainly means to do ? 

Nor have we been able to discern a friendly 
spirit on the part of the British government, such as 
we had a right to expect in our straggle with rebel¬ 
lion. The swift acknowledgment of our rebels as 
belligerents was a gratuitous act of encouragement 
to them. The idea of one of our correspondents that 
the government could not have done otherwise with¬ 
out engaging in the war does not appear to ua 
tenable. It was by no means necessary that it should 
have treated the rebel privateers as pirates, if they 
did not choose to do so. And this was the only pos¬ 
sible chance of collision between Queen Victoria and 
Jefferson Davis. All that was necessary was to deny 
ships sailing under his commission, unrecognized by 
any power, the right of harbor and refreshment 
British ports, unless in case of shipwreck. So as 
the Trent affair, we have been compelled to think 
that the popular excitement and the governmental 
action in England sprung rather from sympathies 
than from principles. For the arrest of Mason and 
Slidell we hold was in conformity with international 
law as held good by England—and this in spite of | 
the State paper which Lord John Russell’s law offi¬ 
cers provided him with. It is a legal proverb that 
there never was an Act of Parliament through which 
a clever lawyer could not drive a coach-and-six- 
bow much more through law made by other law¬ 
yers ? Capt. Wilkes having taken the responsibility, 
on English law authorities, of making the arrest, the 
Presffient properly waited to see whether the Queen’s 
ministers would abide by them when they went 
a<rainst them.

“Those members of Congres who favor such 
policy against the rebellion as will make another impos¬ 
sible in this country for at least another half century, 
are conferring together, so that some sort of organized 
action may be had, in and out of Congress, in favor of 
rigorous measures against the cause of the great rebel¬ 
lion. The Democratic members of Congress, with here 
and there a notable exception, are striking hands with 
the Border slave-State men and the so-called coneerva- 
e Republicans, to defeat every bill reported to Senate 
or House affecting the institution of slavery. This for¬ 
midable combination threatens to defeat the bill for the 
emancipation of the slaves within this District, the Ter¬ 
ritorial bill, as it is ealled—the bill from the Territorial 
Committees of both Houses providing for the occupation 
and government of the disloyal States—and even the 
Confiscation bill of Senator Trumbull, which is now 
under discussion in the Senate. 

“ If the press and the people do not keep a watchful 
e on the proceedings of Congress, every one of these 
..jportant measures will be defeated by this new 
iition. It is composed of some of the best talent in 
House, and it feels strong, because, on several small 
occasions in the House, it has already succeeded in car¬ 
rying its point. Mr. Diven, of New York, is one of the 
leaders of the coalition, and several of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania and New Jersey members follow his lead.” 

We have before us a private letter from a member of 
Congress, from which we are permitted to make this 
extract: 

Events may soon open up a fulfilment of some of 
the predictions lately made by Mr. Conway of Kansas. 
If we win a few more battles like those of Roanoke and 
Donelson, the rebellion will crumble in and disappear 
faster than it started up, and the two Houses of Con¬ 
gress will be crowded with slaveholders, representing 
the States now in rebellion. This, you see, is ‘ the 
Union ’ arrangement. Then you will see, in the course 
of time, come to pass all the predictions of Mr, Conway, 
It will be the Slave Power returned, under new leaders, 
to do in time just what it did before. The Administra- 
will go with it, and endeavor to tone down every¬ 
thing to it, and sink the whole question of slavery out 
of sight. And it may succeed for a time, and an Abo¬ 
litionist be shunned like a wolf; because the men who 
sustain the anti-slavery agitation in Congresk for 
many years are now in the Administration, and when 
they go over, the agitation will drop until a new crop 
of agitators springs up. But the ‘ irrepressible ’ will 
Jong be repressed, but will start up again, and the 
old war rage more fiercely than ever.” 

The people of the North may easily defeat this 
spiracy for the reconstruction of the Union upon the 
old basis of slaveholding supremacy, if they will.

But, as at present 
advised, our chief hope is in those who, in the language

Some days ago we happened to meet a gentleman 
whose name, as an advocate for emancipation, has been 
about the newspapers during the last few months. 
Being adjured, after the manner of public Americans, 
define his position, he proceeded to do so by stating 
that he was as far as possible from an AbolitionisL He 
would have us distiuotly understand that he desired the 
extinction of slavery as a matter of policy, having 
ipecial objections to it on any other account. Whether 
the institution was per se beautiful or ugly he did not I 
determine ; but, as a practical man, he consid¬ 
ered a longer toleration of it to be an economical blun¬ 
der of the most fatal sort.. 

Now, let it be granted that different people must lead 
different lives, and come at truth from different posi¬ 
tions. We read that fear first made the Gods, primis 
in orbe Deos fecit timor, and it is probably well that I 
here should still be some driven to reverence through 
dread of temporal consequences. But for certain rea- 
of which were given last week, we.con¬ 
sider this a very inefficient stimulus to that national 
regeneration for which time and opportunity are ready 
hands. It is almost a truism to say that the 
policy of any just action can be truly seen only by such 
it from a higher ground. The' infinite expe¬ 
diency of doing right can hardly be suspected except by 
those who will do it for itself. As he who studies any 
branch of natural ^science finds the world full of illus¬ 
trations of the importance of the speciality he has 
selected, so he who accepts any moral duty upon its 
intrinsic authority finds nature never tired of proving 
the temporal salvation which is its necessary conse-j 
quence. Thus to those who think it of first importance 
to apply religious principles to the settlement of 
rational difficulties, history opens a thousand confirm¬ 
ing instructions. What signify the sound and fury of 
brilliant victories, if there 'is no righteous purpose 
firmly behind them. The -.ride oirray conquered by 
Alexander, a greater general than McClellan, hardly 
survived his own brief life. The first Napoleon, a mili¬ 
tary genius superior to Burnside or Butler, overran 
and wasted countries, as we may do the Southern 
States—but was he able to hold them ? Neither of these 
historical conquerors was strong enough or wise 
enough to take from vanquished nations institutions 
and ideas which it was impossible to assimilate with 
those of the people he represented; and thus they 
wrought bloody labors to no end.

TSE CASE OF MR. GORDON. 

MEMORIAL IN HIS BEHALF’kO THE PRESIDENT OP THE UNITED 
STATES. 

To Abraham Lincoln, President of the United States. 

Esteemed Friend : The memorial of a Monthly Meet¬ 
ing of the Religious Society of Progressive Friends, 
held at Longwood, Chester County, Pa., respectfully 
represents: 

That the meeting was introduced into deep commis¬ 
eration and regret, on hearing of the arrest and con¬ 
viction of George Gordon, a minister of the Free Pres¬ 
byterian Church and President of Iberia CoUege, Ohio, 
for “ resisting the process of the Fugitive Slave law ” in 
that place, and his subsequent imprisonment for six 
months of close confinement in the County Prison at 
Cleveland, with a fine of three hundred dollars and costs, 
amounting in all (as supposed) to eighteen hundred dol¬ 
lars. 

The memorialists would respectfully suggest, that 
the moral obligation and binding force of this law are 
questionable, not being founded upon those great prin¬ 
ciples of justice, truth, and humanity that should under¬ 
lie all human enactments, to entitle them to the respect 
and observance of all impartial and conscientious citi¬ 
zens. It is a fact notorious, that no law upon the 
statute books has been so much denounced, or met such 
open and secret opposition and determined evasions as 
this, by the most moral and religious portion of the 
community, who are otherwise the devoted and stead-1 
fast supporters of law and order. In violating a law 
esteemed by so many of doubtful authority, all the 
clemency and humanity compatible with justice and the 
safety of society should be awarded the offender. In 
this instance we think the severity of the senteEoe 
beyond all reason, as it rested with the presiding Judge 
to determine the, amount of fine and imprisonment. 
.When we remember that the author of this law has 
been seized as a traitor, and most of the States for 
whose especial benefit the enactment was passed are in 
open rebelUon against the government, and the very 
life of the country assaUed by the Slave Po wer, we toink 
it an outrage upon humanity and encouraging the 
common enemy, to continue in prUon a man whose 
loyalty and sacred regard for law in other respects are 
undoubted. We therefore respectfully, but vert bar- 
nestlt request an interposition on thy part, of the jar- 
doning power for a remission of the penalty, and hia 
restoration to liberty.

The Agency of a Negro in the Capture of Fcirt 
Donklson.— The following paragraph, showing te 
important part played by a negro in the capture uf 
Fort Donelson, is from the Cairo correspondence of Ike 
Tribune : 

People at a distance have been at a loss to kntw 
how it happened that 15,000 of the rebels were c^p- 
tured at Fort Donelson. Of course, that number of | 
resolute men, well-armed, well-disciplined, and wdl- 
officered; ought not to be taken by any force, howeitei- 
large. Why the rebels surrendered, when they mijfit 
have made a much longer fight, or broken through oir 
lines and escaped, is as much a mystery to our con- 
manders as to any one else. On Saturday night, at tie 
close of the fourth day’s attack, they had no suspicira 
that the battle was over, but supposed the bard, deci- 
sive fighting remained to be done the next day. Bit 
during the night came Gen. Buckner’s ‘ chivalrout ’ 
proposition for commissioners to decide upon terms tf 
capitulation. While this was pending, the ne^’o se-- 
vant of one of the rebel officers in Floyd s Brigate 
made his escape from the Fort and came into our line 
with intelligence that a portion of the rebels wee 
leaving upon steamboats. This news was of the utmot 
importance; for Gen; Grant, learning that a part of t(e 
enemy were decamping, was encouraged to den’!"H 
immediate and unconditional surrender much 
confidently than if he had supposed there were till 
22,000 rebels within the Fort.

Certainly some of them will be very dark sayings if | 
we look solely to what is expressed. This, I think, is 
particularly true of that concerning Meekness. It is an 
utterance pregnant with meaning and profound truth 
—with a meaning and truth which it behooves every 
understand and take to heart. Let us try to 
penetrate that meaning; then, perhaps, we shall see its 
truth. 

Blessed are the meek 1 ” And should any 
what it is to be meek, Jesus says unto him—“ Learn of 
me; for 1 am meek and lowly in heart.” He who uses 
cm gives us at least some clue to its interpreta- 
Now, from the character of Jesus it will be 
pretty easy to determine what meekness is not. Ordi¬ 
narily, when we speak of a man as meek,there is some¬ 
thing rather disparaging about it. "We mean that he 
lacks spirit, force of character, that he is timid, defi¬ 
cient in power of resistance, and is submissive in a 
cringing and unmanly sense. We feel that a meek man 
unequal to great occasions—that emergencies crush 
him—that he is unable to “ stand up for himself,” or 
for anyone, or anything else. It needs no argument to 
convince us that the meekness of Jesus was not of this 
sort. We need only to look at His life to see what a 
mighty force was in Him—a power of resistance that 
made Him unconquerable, and a power of aggression 
that, when occasion required, seemed irresistible as 
God. We find that He was equal to any emergency- 
nay, that emergencies, the most trying and painful, 
only served to call out the Divine might that was in 
Him. We see that His meekness never prevented Him 
from attacking and exposing the sins and hypocrisies of 
His age. How terrible were His invectives : “ Woe 
you, Scribes. Pharisees, Hypocrites 1 ” He did not 
suppress the truth; He spoke it amid obloquy and 
scorn, oftentimes at the imminent peril of His life- 
He never failed to “ stand up for God ” and HU truth 
and righteousness, as against the Devil and all lies 
and wickedness whatsoever. To such an extent did He 
come into conflict with the opinions and prejudices of ] 
His day that most men thought liim “ a fanatic.’’ ~ 
was accused of Sabbath-breaking and blasphemy— 
charged with being in league with the Devil- 
own relations wished to confine Him as a lunatic. Thus 
do we see that meekness is not incompatible with 
heroic vidication of Truth and Right, even in opposition 
to an “ overwhelming public opinion ” against what is 
right and true. 

But if the meekness of Jesus was not what is popu¬ 
larly understood by that term, what precisely 
Jesus was meek in that he was utterly forgetful of self. 
Reproaches, scorn, persecution, betrayal, even blows, 
awaken in Him an angry or revengeful spirit- 
Being reviled. He reviied not again; being cursed. He 
blessed. He could wash Judas’s feet, though convinced 
that Judas would betray Him ; and could take Peter 
His bosom, though Peter had denied Him, with curses, 
in the hour of His utmost need. On the cross itself, ’ 
the agonies of a cruel and ignominious death, He could 
supplicate forgiveness from the Father for those, so 
vindictive and remorseless, who were taking away His 
life. Destitute of all pride or arrogance, of all self- 
seeking, though the pomp and circumstance of earthly 
sovereignty, conquest, and the praise of men, were at 
one time within His reach. He put all worldly honors 
under His feet, “ made Himself of no reputation, 
humbled Himself, took upon Himself the form of a ser¬ 
vant, and became obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross.” 

Now, it is not too much to say that meekness is impos¬ 
sible to him who is servile and mean, who never felt a 
noble aspiration, who knows nothing of the dignity and 
grandeur of the soul, nothing of its sublime powers and 
capabilities. 

“Allnoble thoughts in noble minds must take their rise; 
The worm that hides in earth can never pierce the skies.” 

Meekness, then, is a heavenly habit of the mind, mani¬ 
fest in the conscious putting aside of self, in one who 
knows somewhat of his own power and worth, who feels 
within himself the stirrings of a lofty ambition, and yet 
prostrates himself before the transcendent truth of] 
God, and counts all merely personal wrongs and suffer¬ 
ings as naught if only that truth may prevail. The 
meek man is he who dares do right at all hazards, and 
at whatever cost; who dares not dispute the supremacy 
of God’s laws; who, having once heard the voice of 
God in the soul, goes whithersoever that commands, 
and through whatever disappointment, trial, pain, 
degradation, sorrow, loss, even though the road ter¬ 
minates at the cross, the gallows, or the stake. 

But how—in what sense—shall the meek “inheritthe 
earth ” ? Let us recur for a moment to the occasion 
which these words were spoken. Jesus had yet uttered 
word concerning the nature of His kingdom. The 
Jews—a proud, arrogant, vain-glorious, and selfish peo- 
ple_were writhing under the dominion of Rome. They 
had been looking for an earthly prince and ruler, under 
whom they should overthrow their oppressor and 
become once more a mighty nation, the mightiest on 
the earth. Through many centuries of shameful defeat, 
captivity and sorrow, the mighty Jewish heart had 
throbbed and flamed at the promise of future deliver- 
!, and conquest and glory to follow. Lo, the hour 
come 1 They were thronging in countless multi¬ 
tudes around proclaimed Messias. 

He had chosen a number of men for some specific 
work, and the multitudes were waiting in breathless 
suspense for the first indication of His purpose. They 
were ready to spring to arms at a word—their hearts 
full of blood and carnage. This was a moment of awful 
import—the destinies of nations hung upon the words 
of that simple Child of God. “And He opened Ris 
mouth, and taught them, saying, Blessed are the poor 
spirit; for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. Blessed 
■e the meek ; for they shall inherit the earth.” These 
words were the inauguration of the “reign from 
above,” and the hopes of that mighty multitude 
dashed to the earth. It was not war and rapine that 
Jesus had come to inaugurate, but “ peace on earth, 
and good will to men ”; therefore. He pronounced 
benediction upon the proud, the warlike, the avs 
clous, but upon the poor in spirit, the meek and lowly 

The phrase “ inherit the earth ” was not uncommon 
amoDg the Jews. It, doubtless, originally meant the 
inheriting of the Promised Land, and thence came very 
naturally to mean, in a general sense, the enjoyment of 
the favor and blessing of God. But the words have, 
doubt, a more direct meaning than this—a meaning 
suited to the occasion on which they were uttered. 
Jesus, 1 think, meant to say directly and expressly,' 
the great future, the dominion of this world even is 

of such a spirit as yours. The only kingdom 
which can endure must be established upon Truth, 
Righteousness, Peace, Lore.” I think this is the mean¬ 
ing and the great truth at the bottom of His declaration. 
This is the truth which is ever more and more working 
itself out in the history of the world. Century after 
century this truth is proclaimed by the course of injus¬ 
tice, in its rise, decline, and fall. For a moment wrong 
and outrage erect themselves in power above the sc 
rounding waters, but the great sea of God sweeps ov 
them and they are seen no more. 

1 have said that the great example of meekness 
Christ, and that in the visible coming of His kingdom 
through the ages appears the sublime truth that “ the 
meek shall inherit the earth.” But in order that 
may see that such meekness is within the reach of all, 
and that the promise is true in every age and clime, I 
wish to point out some remarkable instances of 
ir own day and land. 

A little more than thirty years ago the great thought 
of human liberty—of the brotherhood of man—entered 
into the soul of a poor, but rarely-endowed and pure- 
minded youth. In the language of Mary Howitt: “At 
once the enormity and folly of the great national sin of ] 
slavery, and the outrage practised through it upon 
humanity, burst upon his soul, and a new purpose and 
aim was given to his existence. A burden of human 
woe was laid upon him, and he vowed thenceforth to 

consecrate his life.to the deliverance of his 

enslaved countrymen.” HU star of worldly honor and 
profit was just on the ascendant—hU great talepts were 
becoming known—he was sought after, and placed in

A noble, gentle, pure, unselfish, „ 

has meekly endured the appointed con ic , 
good for evil, and bravely toiling onward to the wished- 
for goal. A single incident from his hfe ‘ 
it 1 In the year 1835, in Boston-the cradle of lib- 
erty-an infuriated mob of “ gentlemen of property and 
standing ” broke up a meeUng of the a les n i 
Slavery Society, and seized this noble ma , 
accompanied his young wife thither, and ami in 
yells and outcries put a rope around his o y w e- 
with to dr^ him through the streets. Hundreds rushed 
upon him, tearing his clothes froirt-his body, pelting 
him with stones and brickbats, as they hustled and 
dragged him along. It seemed as if nothing but blood 
would satisfy them. One of his friends rushed forward 
with arms in hU hands ready to defend him. Here was 
the test. Mark the words of this Christian hero. My 
dear brother, you know not what spirit you are of. 
This is the trial of our faith. Shall we give blow tor 
blow, and draw sword against sword ? God lorbid 
It my life be taken, the cause of emancipation will not 
suffer. God reigns, and His Omnipotence will at length 
be victorious! ” 

Barely have such words as these been spoken at such 
a moment by mortal man. It is said that amid this 
rible scene nothing could exceed the divine calmness 
and steadfast courage of this brave man. His counte¬ 
nance was illumined like that of Stephen—“ something 
awfully beautiful in its serenity.” Death stared him in 
the face, but it was not repulsive ; be declared it “ 
blessed privilege to suffer thus in the cause of Christ.’- 
as at last saved by being lodged in prison. These 
part of the words which he wrote upon the walls 
of his cell: “ William Lloyd Garrison was put into this 
Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 2l8t, 18.35, to save 
him from the violence of a respectable and influential 
mob, who sought to destroy him for preaching the 
abominable and dangerous doctrine that all men are 
created equal, and that all oppression is odious in the 
sight of God.” This is the spirit in which this great 
nan has labored for the overthrow of the “ sum of all 
tillanies.” He has used no weapons but those of the 
Spirit, has sought to injure no man, not even his direst 
foe ; but, meekly and reverently before God, if also 
with great, flaming, prophetic words of warning and 
indignant rebuke, before men—he has sought to bring 
the tyrants and oppressors of America, the perpetra¬ 
tors of every fiendish atrocity, into subjection to the 
Heavenly Law. This is alter the pattern of Jesus. 
Here we see the Christ once more. 

But, as some men find a Christianity before Christ, a 
sort of dim foreshadowing of the divine reality, so we 
are told of a pre-Christian meekness. An old Jewish 
chronicler says, “ Now the man Moses was very meek, 
above all the men which were upon the face of the 
earth.” There are few declarations in the Jewish 
Scriptures oftener laughed at and ridiculed than this. 
Perhaps our laughter betrays our superficiality and 
folly more than our penetration or wisdom. Let no 
man who is not prepared to deny the sublime faithful¬ 
ness of Moses scout at his meekness. No one, I think, 
who reads his recorded life and deeds will fail to see 
how faithful he was to the light given, that to him the 
Will of God was all in all. His conceptions of God were 
doubtless very imperfect and in some respects very 
gross, so that he was led into many courses of action 
utterly unjustifiable by the standard of Christ, and 
utterly repugnant to the Christian conscience ; but his 
whole life was the outgrowth of a deeply religious and 
faithful soul. 

This by way of introduction to another incident in 
modern history. 

It was but yesterday that John Brown, on being 
asked by a gang of thieves and murderers, calling itsell 
Court of Justice, whether he had anything to say- 
why sentence of death should not he passed upon him. 
replied (as we are told by those who heard him), “ in 
soft and tender, yet calm and manly, tones ” : 

This Court acknowledges, too, as I suppose, the 
validity of the law of God. I see « book kissed, which 
I suppose to be the Bible, or at least the New Testa- 
which teaches me that all things whatsoever I 
would that men should do to me, I should do even so to 
them. I have endeavored to act up to that instruction. 1 
say I am yet too young to understand that God is any 
respecter of persona. I believe that to have interfered 
I have done, as I have always freely admitted I have 
done, in behalf of His despised poor, is no wrong, but 
right. Now, if it is deemed necessary that I should 
forfeit my life for the furtherance of the ends of jus¬ 
tice, and mingle my blood further with the blood of my 
children and with the blood of millions in this slave- 
country, whose rights are disregarded by wicked, 
cruel, and unjust enactments, I say let it be done.” 

I think we have here the key to the life of that Chris- 
an martyr.' Again, a single incident is sufficient 
Doubtless the same persons who ridicule the meekness 
of Moses will sneer when I speak of the meekness of 
John Brown. But I need not try to convince you that 
have seen few such examples of complete devotion 
the law of God. Grant that there was a Hebrew 
r.t in bis meekness. What we ask of all men is sim¬ 
ply this, Be true to your highest convictions of duty— 
true to your ideal of Justice, Mercy, Love—be true 
all the light God has given you. Perfect submission 
to the will of God, and the consecration of all one’s 
powers to the doing of that will, at whatever personal 
sacrifice—this is meekness. 

When I began I said this subject fitly commemorates 
the day on which I speak. Seventeen years ago this morn¬ 
ing, Theodore Parker first stood before you to preach 
and pray. My friends, need I ask any one of you what 
is the lesson of that ministry ? Said Wendell Phillips, 
The lesson of this desk is truth.” Even so. The les- 
m of that ministry—yes, the lesson of that life—is 
meekness. A ministry so widely extended, having all 
the civilized States in the country for its field- -a life so 
varied, so vast and grand—both proceeding frim asonl 
all the powers of which were consecrated to the behests 
of the indwelling God. No reproaches, no scorn, no 
scoffs, no persecution, however malignant and cruel, 
could turn him from simple and whole-hearted adhe¬ 
rence to the right. Let us say, in a word, that here 
n who reverenced the truth, who dealt justly 
though he loved mercy, and walked humbly with his 
God. 

I have chosen these three men, whom you all know, 

! eminent examples of t’ue croyvnmg Christian virtue 
-a virtue without which all others go for little or 
nothing. I have sought thus to show you that meek¬ 
ness is not that compound of pusillanimity and cring¬ 
ing subserviency that most men take it to be. “ But 
how about the inheritance of the earth ? ” asks one of the 
tribe of Sleeks and Maw worms. “ It was said that 
meekness shall be succes^ul on earth, as well as merely 
blessed in the sight of God.” Not always, hardly ever 
at first, as men count success. True, Jesus was cruel 
fled—suffered the most ignominious death known to His 
time. True, John Brown was hanged—suffered the 
most ignominious death known to us. True, Parker is 
gone; and insane men and women congratulate each 
other and the nominally Christian world that their 
imprecatory and blasphemous prayers are answered. 
True, William Lloyd Garrison is not yet President of 
the free republic of America. 

But, success! Is it nothing that the despised and 
crucified Nazarine has so taken hold of men’s minds 
and hearts that He is now worshipped as the very God 
by every living, progressive nation on the face of the 
earth ? Is it nothing that thoughtful men even now see 
William Lloyd Garrison to be the regenerator of the 
nation ? Is it nothing that 

“ John Brown’s body lies a mouldering in the grave 
His soul is marching on ”— ’ 
is the battle-hymn of the republic? that even a regi- 
raent of soldiers commanded by the drunken and 
debauched son of the most recreant of American states¬ 
men sings this song as it marches down State street ? 

Success! Is it nothing that, from a certain Italian 
grave, the spirit of a genuine, devoted, self-sacrificing, 
religious life, comes forth to bless the world ?—nothing 
that the mighty echoes of one voice are, in these dis¬ 
tracting times, resounding in thousands of hearts, so 
that wherever the name of Theodore Parker is heard 
the spirit of Liberty goes forth counselling, cautioning, 
and inspiring men and nations? 

Ours is no “lost leader.” There are, indeed, two 
Theodore Parkers—one risen, changed “ from glory to 


glory,” runs somewhere in the realms of 
beautiful and shining feet, to do His sovereign ’ 
one here, where he yet lives in all our hearts 
and a prophecy—a power to encourage, to 
inspire, to strengthen and sustain—a propheg'^'’^ t« 
new triumphs that wait upon and invite faitiff'*^ "is 
earnest souls.

selected to aid him in his agricultural and edueationl 
enterprise. These persona were all recommended bj 
the National h reedman’s Relief Association, and i) 
auxiliary, the Educational Commission, 
Three-fourths of the whole number are 
are to be the superintendents of the abandoned eeUiR 
and will direct the labors of the negroes, who are toll 
employed in such agricultural pursuits as cotton-cil 
ture and raising vegetables for their own support ul 
for the use of the army at that point. 

Twelve or fifteen of the passengers are ladiei, 
will become teachers of an Industrial School, wbifi 
will be at once established at Port Royal, under t- 
superintendence of Rev. M. French, of this city, li”' 
Senator Harlan, of Iowa, is among the ladies, and 
assist in some department of the work. 

Some of this band of missionaries are to receivei**' 
pensation from the associations in this city and Bo 
but some are volunteers.
